i criminal into an everyday 
law-abiding 


citizen. 


Chief Justice Wilfred Bolster, of the 


municipal court 
of Boston, 
believing 


that there is hope for the criminal in 
psychology, appointed Dr. Anderson as 
special probation officer. 


Prisoners who keep turning up in court I 


will be his special study. 
Their atti- 


tude in court will be watched. 
The na- 


ture of their crimes will be classified to 
see if they are the result of any mental 
defect. 
The shape of their ears, the 


form of their eyes and their facial ex- 
pressions will be noticed. 
They will he 


compelled to attend little conferences 
and go through mental examinations and 
when it seems that there is hope of cor- 
recting mental defects they will be sent 
to the psychopathic hospital. 


Dr. Anderson said: 
"The criminal must be examined from 


a. different point, of view in the future. 
He cannot be reformed by law. He goes 
back to liis haunts even after the church 
has corrected him for a time. We must 
try to get at the character of his think- 
ing and the way in which his attention 
becomes centralized on certain subjects. 


"J believe thai psychology will be of 


the greatest assistance 
to me in my 


duties nnd that many criminals in the 
future instead of receiving jail sentences 
will be given medical attention."

hoard of foreign missions, who returned i 
last week from a five years' trip aroun.l i 
tlip world, tolrl of a mountain tribe In- ' 
discovered in New Guinea, the women of 
which wear slit skirts made from the 
bark of trees, and whose men are the 
reserve food supply of the tribes in tlpj 
valley. 


Dr. Hall left five years ago as a mis- 


sionary of the 
\\Vslcyan 
Methodist 


church and traveled through Canada, the 
west coast of this country, Australia, 
India, the Philippines, Horneo and Xew 
Guinea, discovering in the latter place 
the tribo which, he says, had never been 
heard ol until he went there. 


"With the son of the Dutch governor 


of the island, another white 
man 
iinil 


several native soldiers, we took canoes at 
the mouth of the' Fly river, in Xcw 
Guinea, and -for nearly four days fol- 
lowed the river to a point 300 miles in- 
land known as Manork, the home of the 
ilanorki, a tribe m head hunters, where 
we landed," he said. 


"Preceded by choppers, who cleared a 


path for us through the jungle, we trav- 
eled for five days up thu mountains, 
stopping on" at small villages on the 
way. 
In one of these villages we cap- 


tured seventeen heads, trophies of a bat- 
tle.

Maiiork, and nearly a day's journey from 
the nearest tribe, we found the new 
people. SUmling near a large palm we 
saw what appeared to be a short, thick 
tree with heavy, rough bark.

saw it wus n, woman. 


"Later we saw several of these wom- 


en, all clad in a single piece skirt, slit 
at one side and made of fibre, and bark, 
but wo were nnablc'to get close to them. 
We talked to four of the men, however, 
all much smaller than the men of the 
vulley tribes. 
Through a Manorki in- 


terpreter we learned that they subsisted 
chiefly on fruits nnd roots. 
They arc 


very timid and live in constant fear of 
th"ir bend-hunting neighbors. 


''I am convinced that the members of 


that tribe, whom we nnmetl 'Kiki,' arc 
descendants of the aborigines of Aus- 
tralia. They possess the same physical 
I'hnracterifitics 
and 
mannerisms. Wo 


were the first white men they ever have 
seen, nnd they believe us to be super- 
nntrral. 


•'Returning to Manork, I questioned 


some of the villagers concerning 
the 


Kiki. 


"'Oil,' they replied, 'they up there to 


eat. Fine entin' Run up 'there so can't 
be caught.'" 


Native Rule in Philippines. 


Dr. Kail said cannibalism abounds in 


Xew Guinea, despite the efforts of the 
Dutch government to suppress it.

His five years' tour of the world, Dr. 


. Hal! said, convinced him that the United 


States treats the natives in its colonies 
far better than England treats hers 


"This nation takes the stand that the 


the natives are human beings, and treats 
them accordingly," he said. "The United 
States believes in personal appeal; Ens 
land in wiping out the cause of trouble 
by sword.and gun." 


Asked if he believed the Philippines 


should have native rule at this time. 
Dr. Hall said that the present is too 
early to allow the Filipinos to govern 
themselves. 


"A few years from now and the Fili- 


l!j pino will be able to look out for him- 
| self. but. not at this time.'" he 'said 


"The natives are still childish, and I do 
not think that a counsel of nine, wit! 
the majority 
of members natives, as 


suggested by President Wilson, woulc 
be advisable at this time.

with apparatus equal to that of the 
transmitting ship. 


'•That an 
auxiliary 
power 
supply 


should be provided, independent of the 
vessel's main ehrtric power plant, which 
will enable the sending Bet for at least 
four hours to send messages over a dis- 
tance of at least one hundred nautical 
miles by day. 


"That two first grade operators should 


be required on all such ships maintain- 
ing a constant service, .also on all such 
ships carrying one hundred or more pas- 
sengers.

"One very important reason for the! 


decrease in the number of beef cuttle." ] 
said Mr. Pinchot today, "is the fact that j 
the public range is constantly decreased : 
in carrying capacity owing to its 1111- \ 
regulated use and abuse. Vast areas of i 
lands which formerly were covered with j 
high grass suitable for grazing cattle j 
arc now practical!} desert, because they j 
have been over-grazed, and because the 
range has boen destroyed by putting cat- 
| tic on it too curly iu the spring, thus 


j cutting up the young grass and prevent- 
' ing its growth. 


"That the unregulated use of the range I 


is slowly destroying it, is proved by the ; 
fact that on the national forests the i 
number of stock is being gradually in- 
croafied, while the number is decreasing 
on the public range immediately adjoin- 
ing it. 
The forest uervice instituted in 


1006 the plan of granting grazing per- 
mits to stockmen who wished to use the 
national forests for range. By limiting 
the number of cattle and sheep to the 
amount which the range in the forests 
is capable of supporting, the forest serv- 
ice, has been able to conserve and im- 
prove the range and now the cattlemen 
themselves admit the value of the pol- 
icy. 


"But western politicians, using *l;»rry 


of 'states rights,' have so fnr been able 
to defeat the application of the same 


j principle to the public range outside the 


forests. 
In 1008, the Burkctt bill was 


drawn and introduced in congress for the! 
purpose of regulating the use of the 
public grazing lands. Hearings were had, 
hut the bill made no progress. Last year 
there was introduced in the house tin1 


Lever bill (drawn by the National Con- 
servation association) for the dame pur- 
pose.

'But the raising 
of beef on the hoof at a moderate price 
depends very greatly on the abundance 
and quality of the range, and this in 
turn does depend on its regulated use.
